But an American 
passimger.said the hijacker’s wifc'lold him her husband had 
had trouble finding work in 'Azerbaijan. Police said their 
baby boy seemed to have on Cyc disease. 

The wife apparently had no idea that her husband had 
planned to commandeer; the Tupolev-134 jet, which 
unofficial reports said carried 66 passengers and o crew of 
six. She sat in the back of the plane with their child, who 
appeared to be about 9 jnonihs old. during the ordeal. 

Swedish authorities later questioned the man at police 
headquarters in Stockholm. Tlicy did not rcveol his name. 
His wife ond baby were there also. 


Stockholm officials' will decide whether to charge the 
hijaclcer or allow him to be extradited. He also will decide' 
whether the wife should be charged. 

Tlie hijacking was the third in 10 days. On Thursday, ii 
Haitian gunman hijacked a missionary plane bouncLfor West 
Polm'Beach, Fla., and forced it to land in Miami 
International Airport. An Ethiopian man .seeking asylum in 
the United States commandeered a Cairo-bound Luflhunsa 
flight on-Fcb. 11. Both hijockings ended safely. 

' The Aeroflot plane had taken off from Tyumen. Siberia, 
and was headed to St. Petersburg. Three hours into the flight, 
th'e hljackcr.-who appeared to be in his 20s. pulled out hi.s 
hand grenades and commandeered the jet.

or library. It happened at the dinner table. 

Yung-Kong Chow, a Horvord medical student, recalls (hot 
he was reviewing a grant applicotion during a meal in August 
1 99 1 'when, he says, “(he idea just came to me in an instant." ' 
.. . -The.idea.was Chow’s theory that a three-drug combination 
might halt the spread of AIDS by attacking a single enzyme 
that the virus needs to reproduce. 

That .concept is a break with medical dogma about multi- 
drug therapy,- which involves aiming different drugs at 
difTcrcnl targets.'

I read Karla Quaintancc’s letter of Feb. 

7 iind wondered just what changes she 
proposes to make "our community sofe." 
On fnee value, her letter appears to advo- 
cate the removal of several key rights 


guaranteed to all Americans in our Bill of 
Rights. 

Since Quaintuncc’s letter was referring 
to a defense attorney's arguments during 
a bail hearing, I presume she thinks trials 
are unnecessary and all-accused should 
immediately be given prison terms at ini- 
tial hearings solely on the word of o po- 
lice ofTiccr or a prosecutor. 

Gone would be our widely respected 
principle that the accused is considered* ^ 
innocent until proven guilty. The Strndicy 
trial is Twin Falls County’s most recent 
and costly example (hat the police and 
prosecutors are not always right about 
who is guilty. 

Given that our system is based on due 
process and presumption of innocent, the 
arguments in a bond hearing arc supposed 
to bo limited to considerations of whether 
the accused will reappear in court to an- 
swer the charges. Article VIII of the Bill_. 
of Rights rcaJ.s, "Excessive bail shall net 
be required ..." because such bail results 
in the loss of liberty without standing tri- 
al or. in effect, being presumed and treat- 
ed us guilty. 

Another right any accused has is ihu 
right to legal counsel {Article VI).

Hunting laws inefTective if 
Indian hunts go unchecked 

Why do we have hunting laws? Is it ' 
to help preserve the species? Interesting 
concept wc have here in the state of 
Id^o is that wc have many things ihat- 
olbcis want: Wilderness, open space, 
birautiful landscape and many difTcicnl 
sp«ics of animals. However, on a re- 
cent trip to Salmon; I was devastated to 
find two of these species of animals 
eliminated. The herd of big horn shci^ 
as well os die mountain goats that resid- 
■«1 oh the Salmon River at Shoup are - 
gone. , ■ 

After talking to fishermen and 
huntifrs, I found out why. Tliis year, the 
regular hunting permits were decreased 
from 33 to seven due to the low number 
of big horn ^ccp. The huntcis of this 
area thought this was wonderful and 
asked the state to close this wtion 
■downToruxciuplcof years so that the- 
herd would have the opportunity to re- 
produce and become a bigger h«d. But 
the government said no. 

Although the regular huntcre wett 
limited to seven pepnits,' the Indians 
were allowed to take the 26 permits 
granted to them for the whole state of 

Idaho and um them in ihift section., 

Tlicy are also allowed to hunt ifiy or 
night 365 days a year.- In the past two 
years, the Indians have come to this 


area afterthe regular hunting season 
when the nuns come down to the river 
to be with the ewes. This has resulted in 
them tatog out more than SO big horn 
sheep, which'was, essentially, the herd, 
They also chose to take out the moi^ 
tain goats as well this year. The Indians 
say it is their ancestral right to hunt ’ 
However, if wc review their history, wc 
find thot ^eir ancestors harvest^ the ■ 
hetds by taking only the old which no 

longer produce new offspring. They 

also killed only ooeor two to feed the 
village - not 26! Their tradition was to 
help the herd stay alive so they would 
luive it in the funiro years for food. ' 

Now-.that this herd is destroyed, 
where will the Indians go to eliminate 
the next herd or species in the ‘^rinci- • 
pic” of ancestral or traditional rights?

presidents believe these promises 
when they were made - or is all 
this just a sly political game? Do 
politicians lie? 

Have wc come to a point where 
the public doesn't take political 
promises seriously and doesn’t be- 
lieve the politicians do cither? 

The Clinton case right now is 
worth serious examination be- 
cause the success or failure of his 
controversial new economic pack- 
age may hang in the balance. If 
those who consider themselves in 
the middle class believe (hey have 
been betrayed, Clinton could be in 
for the kind of (rouble that helped 
destroy Ocorge Bush when he 
broke his fhmous "read my lips; 
no new taxes" pledge. 

There is little doubt that Clinton 
has broken n promise. -In one way • 
or another at various stages of the 
election campaign last year he led 
voters to believe that he intended 
to cut taxes on the middle class, 
certainly not to increase them. 

Last June 2 1 at a town hall 
meeting in Atlanta Clinton was 
asked if he could promise that he 
would not raise taxes on the mid- 
dle class. His response was cntc- 
g'bfical. "I will not' raise taxes on 
the middle class;’’ he said. “In 
fact, I have a proposal to provide 
some modest relief." 

As the election campaign pro- 
gressed, however, certain kinds of 



rather vague qualifications started 
showing up in the Clinton 
rhetoric, the most striking exam- 
ple coming in the third presiden- 
tial debate on Oct. 19. 

~In ihat dcbatc Clintori declared • • 
no fewer than four time's that he 
would not raise taxes on the mid- 
dle class, but in each case added a . 
rather curious phrase - "to pay. for 
these programs" or “to pay for - 
programs 1 have recommended.” 

Typical of the four was: “But I 
can'icll'you-thtsrl’m-not-gonna-— 
raise taxes on middle-class Ameri- 
cans to pay for the programs I’ve 
recommended.” 

It was never clear exactly what 
the added phrase was supposed to 
mean, but it appeared to suggests 
some kind of copout. 

He also criticized President 
Bush for making his "read my ' 
lips" pledge. He told Bush to his 
face in the debate that his “real 
mistake was (making) the ‘read 
my lips’ promise in the first place. 
You just can't promise something 
like that just to get elected if you 
know there’s a good chance that 
circumstances may overtake you." 

So with less than three weeks to 
go before the voting, Clinton in- 
troduced an element of ambiguity 
on the middle class tax issue. He 
didn't want to increase middle 
class taxes, but he wasn't going to 
make a “rend rny lips" pledge that 
he wouldn’t raise them. 

Interestingly. Bush has been 
proven to be very close to on the 
money in that debate in predicting 
.what the impact on tax-paying ^ 
Americans would be if Clinton’s 
announced program was adopted. 


Bush pointed out that Clinton's 
program would require SI 50 bil- 
-lion in new taxes. "To gel it,” he 
soid, "you got to go down to' the 
guy that's making S36.600.’’ 

Wc now see that Bush was be- 
ing generous. The Clinton pro- 
gram .as now presented would in- 
volve tax increases for everyone 
making over $30,000 a year... 

It is perhaps worth noting as 
well that many economists had . 
trouble during the campaign in 
trying to figure out how Clinton 
could pay for his proposals with- 
out increasing taxes on the middle 
class. 

A Wall-Street Journal effort-to 

examine whether Clinton’s ap- 
proach made sense concluded that-- 

-his-numbersjust didn’t-add-up-- 

he would fall S359 billion short 
“with no indication of how wc 
would pay for it." 

Wc can’t say that Bill Clinton 
was lying. Well probably never 
know. But wc can soy that he was 
wrong and that the message he 
was seeking to communicate was 
misleading. 

The Issue now is whether the 
American people will accept his 
explanation •-that conditions have 
changed - or whether they will 
hold his feet to the fire.

' produce' rou^ly 90 percent of the world’s soda ash, according to state 
and federal fibres. 

In 1992 the industry mined 38 percent more soda ash with 22 perfect 
fewer employees than it had in 1981, the figures show. 

While the industry employed 3,995 workers and produced 11.8 
million tons of trona. in 1981, by 1992 the industry produced T6.3 
million tons with 3,107 workers. 

Trona, which lies in deep underground beds m southwestern 
Wyoming, is processed into'soda ash for use in making gloss, caustic 
soda, sodium bicarbonate and detergent. 

In recent years most of the industry’s growth has been in export 
markets, according to company officials and walysts. 

And while the growing production figures indicate a healthy industry, 
company officials soy they foce increasing competition from new trona 
mines as well as from synthetic producers elsewhere in the world.
